THREE YEARS LATE. 


A Train That Won the Behind Timo 


Record Modal. 


A train ot a railway system in the 


southwest once arrived at its destina- 
tion nearly three years late. The cir- 
cumstances'were these: 


The train left Bolivar, Just across 


Galvcstou bay from Galveston. on 
Sept. 8, 1000, and was caught In the 
great storm, that so nearly destroyed 
the Texan city. 
Bolivar Is seventy- 


five miles from Beaumont, which was 
the point of the train's destination. 
Before the train had traveled far on 
its journey it was cnught in the storm. 
Thirty miles of the track were washed 
away, and the train was left strandet 
on n" sandy waste. Many persons who 
lived on Bolivar peninsula were saved 
from death by taking refuge la the 
train. After the storm subsided they 
walked to Bolivar with the passengers 
but the abandoned train was left on 
the prairie. 


Tho storm bankrupted the railway 


and no effort to rescue the engine am 
cars was made until 3GOE. 
Had no 


the road suffered so seriously in tha 
storm the property would have p'rovei 
of great value a few mouths later 
when oil was struck fit Beaumont. In 
1903. however, tho road underwent re 
pairs, when the train was drawn int 
Beaumont, where It was greeted by 
cheering crowd.-New York Press.

Civil War Vets In Congress. 


Within a week after congress ad- 


journed the senate lost two. members 
who bad served as officers lu tuo Con- 
federate army. McKnery and Daniel. 
Tbelr passlug left six United1 Slates 
senators who fought for Hie (,'oufed 
crate states. Of these Tallaferro nnd 
Mnrtiu served at the close of tlie war, 
when they were boys. 
Both are now 


sixty-three years old. In the house of 
representatives of this congress only 
six- es-Confederates appeared ou the 
roster. The loss of the two senators 
leaves but twelve members all tolc 
who wore the gray. 


The representation In congress by 


men who wore the blue Is much lar- 
ger. In the .senate there are ulne vet- 
erans of the Federal armies and in tin 
house sixteen. Years are beginning to 
tell, although it may be some time be- 
fore the end Is reached. 
The wur 


closed forty-five years ago. but thera 
are yet thousands of veterans of botl 
urinles who, like Martin and Tnlla 
fcrro. served in IS04-5 while they were 
boys. The boy soldier of sixteen then 
who bus taken care of himself has 
years of activity still to his credit. 


For a couple of decades lifter 


war the veteran ranks were well rep 
resented In congress. 
While then 


wore notable exceptions, as a rule tni 
old soldiers In congress'bad been otll 
cers in the war and were older thai 
the general average of veterans. Tb 
average for officers In the war wn 
about seven years higher than ror en 
listed men. So, while the nverng 
age for officers is now probably mor 
than seventy-live years, the general 
overage Is below seventy.

the 


younger element north and south must 
include many whose political advance- 
ment may yet land them In congress.
